Whether  would  it  be  best  for  the  United  States 
to  recognize  the  Independence  of  all  the 
South  American  Provinces  at  once,  or  one  j 
of  them  at  a time — audit  tin-  latter,  then  to' 
which  of  (Item  would  policy  direct  us,  in  the 
outset,  and  for  the  present,  to  give  tiie  pre- 
ference ? 

My  own  opinion  is,  that  we  ought  to 
begin  with  the  Southern  Provinces,  on 
the  coast  of  the  Pacific,  for  reasons  w:  id: 

I shall  state  : but  as  I am  aware  that  up- 
on this  question  there  tin  y be  very  r reat 
diversity  of  sentiment,  1 h vc-  put  it  in  this 
broad  and  comprehensive  manner,  so 
that  it  may  attract  attention  in  every  form, 
and  be  maturely  considered  in  tnose  va- 
rious points  of  view  w hich  it  sj  well  de- 
serves. 

I have  already  had  occasion  to  notice 
the  immensity  of  the  theatre  over  w lii<  1 
the  subject  to  which  the  question  refers, 
is  spread ; and  I would  again  ask  that 
constant  attention  may  lie  paid  to  tie 
geographical  relation  of  the  several  pro 
rinctsof  which  we  may  speak,  as  th< 
only  method  qf  obtaining  a clear  idea  of 
tiie  policy  that  should  be  pursued  tow- 
ards them. 

Spanish  America,  just  before  the  late 
convulsions  in  the  mother  country,  was 
divided  into  nine  distinct  governments — 
1,  Mexico,  or  New  Spain — 2,  Havann; 
— 3,  Carraccas — l,Guatiniai* — 5,  Portt 
Rico — 6,  New  Grenada — 7,  Bueno; 
Ayres — 8,  Peru — 9,  Chili. 

The  immense  space  within  these  ter- 
ritories, extends  from  the  southern  boun 
' arri  s of  the  United  States  along  the 
shores  of  both  seas,  including  some  of 
tee  finest  of  the  West  India  Islands,  ant 
excluding  the  Brazi.s,  over  the  entirt 
continent  to  Cape  Horn.  The  Europea! 
manners,  language  and  institutions,  po 
litical  and  religions,  that  have  been  in- 
troduced over  this  vast  continent,  are  ir. 
all  respects  the  same;  they  have  all  sprung 
from  the  same  common  stock.  There 
fore,  except  those  geographical  obsta- 
cles which  throw-  so  many  hindrances ii 
tiie  way  of  commerce,  and  are  such  val- 
uable safe-guards  against  ail  warlike  in 
cursions,  the  intercoms'-  throughout  is 
without  interruption,  from  one  end  of  i 
to  tiie  other.  The  advantages  of  harmo- 
ny among  these  provinces  are  obvious 
and  the  influence  of  the  most  free  anc 
prosperous,  over  the  others,  must  soon 
become  irresistible. 

It  has  seemed  to  me  of  but  little  im- 
portance on  which  side,  or  on  wnich  ii.nb, 
liberty  shall  give  the  first  mortal  wounc 
to  tiiis  monarchical  mo.  ster;  foi  the  es- 
tablishment of  republican  freedom  an; 
Where,  wouid  inflict  a blow  upon  its  vi 
tals,  and  it  would  instantly  bcgi.t  to  sini- . 
and  must  soon  tumble  and  perish  ; lor  i- 
nay  with. truth  be  said,  of  republican <s 
tablishments  in  Amt  rica,  that 
“ JWihilitate  viget,  et  vires  acquirit  cm.  7.” 

'I  iiex  £ jurisn  in  their  quickness  of  mo- 


tion, and  gain  new  strength  in  their  pro- 
fess. There  is  a mass  of  pivjudic.  s, 
a ; ich  has  heretofore-  sat,  like  an  incubus, 
lU;on  the  breast  of  Spanish  America,  and 
deprived  her  of  her  senses  and  .d!  iu-r 
c-itcr  . ;i,  s.  It  is  through  Inc  medn.r.i  of 
those  prejudices  that  the  government  < f 
Old  Spain  stiil  rctai,,s  its  slender  hold 
on  lier  American  settlements ; and  there 
is  iiL'tl'.iag  which  "til  so  soon  v .i.-ieisk 
these  prejudices,  and  effectually  brevdk 
elf  all  ceti  revtion  with  tiie  Eurtqlfau 
peninsula  forever,  as  the'  firm  establish- 
ment of  an  independent  repubii;  en  form 
of  government  over  a portion  of  tiie  new 
continent : so  runny  advantages  would  im- 
mediately lieu  in  upon  it,  that  its  influ- 
ence on  the  ct.iers  would  soon  become 
altogether  irresistible. 

But  to  are-now  assured  by  experi  nee, 
that  it  is  next  to  impossible  for  any  Eu- 
ropean power  to  transport  and  maintain, 
for  any  length  of  time,  an  army  i.i  any 
part  of  America,  of  any  considerable 
strength.  When  we  recollect  that  it 
costs  at  least  three  tons  of  shipping  for 
every  European  rank  and  fiie  s ririhr 
landed  on  the  * .-.  rican  snore,  il  w i:i  ha 
seen  at  once  how  expensive  and  dilficnlt 
it  will  be  for  any  transatlantic  power  to 
render  to  either  par  y in  South  Atm  rica 
any  assistance,  by  means  of  an  army.  But 
there  is  a w ide  difference  between  the 
warns  and  means  of  those  two  contending 
parties.  l'ne  Patriots  nave  numbers aya 
courage;  all  they  want  is  to  be  rallied, 
united,  countenanced,  and  furnishc  - v itli 
munitions  of  war  on  land,  and  m ritimo 
p.  otectiqn  along  t:.ett  s .tin  a.  T.ie  Roy- 
a.is  s arc  very  far  inferior  in  uuhibets ; 
tiiev  have,  however,  munitions  ofw.-r, 
and  they  iiave  -possession  of  almost  ail 
Die  strong  lipids  of  Mo  country,  w .ich 
gives  to  L.em  their  present  use;  lulancv. 
But  their  nuinbe-s  are  eeiitinuahy  wast- 
ing ; tr.cre  are  insurmountable  difl'irulti,  s 
in  the  way  of  their  obtaining  recruits; 
therefore,  if  their  antagonists  were  fur* 
nished  with  arms  and  munitions  cf  war, 
and  thus  enabled  to  pr.  „s  t icm  ri  rnrous- 
ly,  they  must  soon  submit;  for  tney  could 
not  hope  to  be  recruited  as  fast  a.,  neces- 
sary from  Europe.  If  t ie  l atl’ints-  f 
Spanish  America  could  be  rallied 
■and  tinned,  Lie  several  provino  s of  th  t 
immense  continent  would  at  once  arise  : s 
free  and  independent  Republics,  in  spite 
of  all  Europe  combined.  Tims  to  imm 
and  rariy  tnem  about  the  standard  oi  li- 
berty, is  completely  within  the  power  of 
t.ie  United  Stat  s.  And  is  there  a single 
American  citizen  so  insensible  to  Me 
glory  and  the  Instintcies  s of  his  country, 
s i lest  to  all  s use  of  benevolence,  as  to 
hesitate  a single  moment  in  declaiit  g 
l u;t  the  national  gorernnient  sliou.d  de,  st> 
immediately  ? 

It  is  one  of  the  vile  propensities  of  e-ttr 
nature,  that  the  oppressor  is  seldom  ton 
tent  wit  i mere  impunity,  but  s.-e'r.s  to 
vilify  and  degrade  the  unhappy  object  of 
. is  oppression.  Frederick,  king  of  rirrs- 
sia,  in  one  of  his  letters  to  Voltaire,  s as 
that  the  people,  the  vrtisfar , are  umvuithy 
of  ii  struction  ; atul  t e Legitim;  t-  s”of 
Europe,  and  their  minions  every  wlieiv, 
are  continually  propagating  tin:  i ants  ngi- 
nicr.t  tliat  Lie  French  were  urfit  for  ,ib- 
ei  tv.  The  most  enlightened  and  gaBaiit 
nation  in  the  world,  whose  ldve  oflrec- 
oom  it  f uiicd  the  c<  mhined  force  of 
one  million  of  men  in  arms  to  crush,  «»;- 
fit  for  liberty  1 A nation  whose  intelli- 
gence and  spirit  it  requires  at  t is  mo- 
ment some  tkons.  nos  of  bayonets  to  tna 
force  obedience  to  despotism,  unfit  lor 
liberty!  Tne  same  thing  we  hear  every 
day  applied  to  toe  people  of  Spanish  A- 
incrica.  A people  who,  notwithstanding 
the  cstablisliment  of  the  most  gloomy 
monastic  ii  stitutions,  have  nuinihstcd  on 
all  occasions  the  greatest  liberality,  so- 
cial virtue,  and  loxe  of  Science,  are  unfit 
far  liberty  A people  who  have,  as  far 
as  practicable,  on  ail  occasions,  cxpixss- 
edtlicii’  hatred  for  the  r.ionULh  cri  spet- 
ism  that  pervades  and  degrades  their 
country,  are  urf.'f  r freedom  ! In  short, 
those  who  have  braved  tiie  next  inhuman 
and  shocking  persecution,  and  encoun- 
tered perils  and  privations  of  all  sorts,  in 
the  cause  of  the  l ights  of  man,  are  yet 
said  to  he  Unfit  for  freedom  ! I cannot 
but  take  the  liberty  to  repeat,  that  such 
oiistocraticcantfrom  the  lip.s  of  an  Ameri- 
can, is  absolutely  dc-  fiicable  and  unpar- 
donable. 

But  I contend  that  the  people  of  Span- 
ish Amcrica'arc  not  only  at  t;  is  moment 
extremely  well  fitted  for  liberty,  but  that 
there  is  no  people  en  this  globe,  now  un- 
der the  paws  of  despotism,  whb,  from 
various  causes,  can  be  more  easily  ral- 
lied in  the  cause  of  freedom,  than  tnose 
of  Spanish  America.  Until  lately  there 
was,  perhaps,  no  civilized  people  in  the 
world,  of  whom  w e knew  so  little,  as  of 
those  of  that  country.  Tne  population 
of  tne  United  States,  with  the  exception 
of  the  African  colouring,  exhibits  a ho- 
mogeneous mass  of  whites  ot  European 
extraction,  that  occupies  the  place  of 
those  Wandering  tribes  who  have  become 
wholly  extinct,  or  been  driven  westward. 
But  the  indigenous  population  of  the  Con- 
tinental provinces  of  Spanis  i America, 
has  latterly  rather  increased  and  im- 
proved tlian  been  diminished  and  debased. 
Tiie  settlements  ol  Spain  upon  the  conti- 
nent have,  with  few  exceptions,  been 
toi  ined  by  engrafting  a more  civilized 
European  population  upon  a less  im- 
proved, con  jutred;  indigenous  people, 
and  not  ,ikc  loose  of  tiie  United  States, 
aid  otiicrs,  of  English  and  French  origin, 
iiy  extirpating  the  bqtivcs,  and  plant;. .g 
white  freemen  in  their  stead. 

A view  or  tin;  composition,  character, 
and  nature  of  the  population  of  New-

Spain,  win  turnish  a tolerably  accurate 
idea  of  that  of  all  the  chief  Spanish  pro- 
v inces  on  the  continent.  The  population 
of  New  Spain  was  thus  estimated  in  the 
year  1 804  : 

Indigenous,  or  Indians,  2-,500,000 

Whites,  Natives  or  Creoles,  1,025,000 
Spaniards,  or  Europ.  by  birth,  7 0,000 
Africans,  Negroes,  6,100 

Casts  of  mixed  blood  Natives  1 ,23 1 ,000 


Total,  5,837,100 

The  indigenous  Indians  and  the  mixed 
class  form  about  three-fourths  of  the 
whole  population  of  New-Spain.  They 
arc  the  laborers,  the  farmers  and  the 
peasantry  of  the  country.  This  class  can 
poast  however  of  men  of  the  finest  talents 
the  country  has  produced.  They  excel 
in  mathematics  and  the  mechanic  arts  ; 
nor  are  they  inferior  in  any  walk  whichthe 
jealousy,  superstition  and  despotism  that 
lias  hitherto  reigned  over  their  delight- 
ful but  unfortunate  country  will  permit 
them  to  pursue.  Although  they  have 
ws  much  piety  and  adhere  as  rigorously  to 
the  practice  of  virtue  as  any  other  class; 
to  find  a native  admitted  to  even  a 
< urateship,  or  a poor  frontier  parish  is 
rarely  or  indeed  no  where  to  be  found  but 
in  some  ofthe  sickly  parishes  on  the  coast. 
Asa  proof  of  their  genius  and  love  of  sci- 
ence, there  arc  eleven  grammarians  of 
the  Aztic  language.  Nor  is  this  taste  for 
science  the  result  of  th  M ommunication 
with  Europeans,  for  soon  after  the  con- 
quest of  the  country  by  Cortes,  a Tlas- 
calan  chief,  availing  himself  of  the  Ro- 
man alphabet  introduced  by  the  Span- 
iards, composed  in  his  own  language  u 
history  of  his  own  country,  from  the  na-‘ 
tive  hieroglyphic  writings,  in  which  he  re- 
lates its  wars  and  triumphs  with  great 
spirit,  and  mourns  over  the  misfortunes 
ant!  final  reduction  to  slavery  by  transat- 
lantic people  whohadentered  itasfrien  s, 
subdued  it  as  enemies,  and  then  oppress- 
ed it  as  despots.  This  class  of  indigen- 
ous natives  are  made  to  feel  their  de- 
graded situation  at  every  turn.  T hey  arc 
remarkable,  it  is  said,  for  a melancholy 
cast  of  character  ; they  feel  very  happy, 
and  love  to  talk  cf  t ic  glory  of  ancient 
t mes,  and  th  re  arc,  even  to  this  clay, 
many  descendants  of  the  chiefs  of  the 
T1  tscalan  republic,  who  refuse  to  respect 
or  mingle  with  their  European  task- 
masters. 

The  class  of  free  w bite  natives  consti- 
tute what  may  he  called  the  gentry  ofthe 
■country,  but  they  arc  rarely  if  ever  trust- 
ed with  an  office  in  any  branch  of  its  gov- 
ernment ; since  the  conquest  there  has 
Been  but  one  native  vieery  of  M xi- 
co.  They  are  always  sent  over  from  the 
mother  country.  Nor  indeed  has  itev- 
•cr  been  the  practice  or  t ie  policy  of  i 
Spaniards  to  entrust  any  of  the  most  in- 
ferior effk ' s in  the  hands  ofnativrs,  which  i | 
could  possib  y be  filled  by  Europ  tans.  I ' 
This  policy  and  practice  are  f.ils  , and  c an- : 
tumidly  spoken  of  as  a most  degrading 
insult.  It  has  perhaps  continued  a silent ! 
submission  to  the  despotism  of  the  moth- 
er country  linger  than  cculd  otherwise  j 
have  been  maintained,  hut  it  h s at  t it 
same  time  sown  and  kept  alive  the  most  i 
deep  rootedjiatred  among  the  great  mass 


all,  with  some  little  difference  of  propor- 
tions, essentially  and  substantially  the 
same,  in  point  of  character,  temper  and 
feeling. 

The  more  we  arc  informed,  and  the 
more  matnrely  we  reflect  upon  this  sub- 
ject, the  more  thoroughly  we  shall  be 
convinced  of  the  very  great  difficulty,  or 
indeed  the  impossibility,  of  sending  an 
army  from  Europe  to  vanquish  tire  1 a- 
triots  of  South  America,  or  to  reduce 
even  the  feeblest  of  the  provinces  to  sub- 
jection under  its  former  masters  of  the 
peninsula.  All  that  can  be  done  by  the 
European  powers,  will  be  to  supply  the 
Royalists  with  munitions  of  war  ; and,  by 
influence  and  intrigue,  so  to  divide  the 
Patriots  and  the  great  mass  of  the  popu- 
lation, as  to  enable  the  mother  country  to 
maintain  its  power  for  some  time  longer. 
To  crush  this  royal  transatlantic  power, 
therefore,  in  South  America,  it  will  only 
be  necessary  to  combine.,  establish,  and 
arm  the  Patriotic  pouter  of  the  people  in 
any  one  Province , which  would  march 
with  irresistable  force,  and  in  the  most 
rapid  procession  totally  overthrow  all  re- 
•g\\  power,  and  finally  establish  independ- 
ence and  freedom  throughout  the  whole 
continent.  It  is  clear  that  the  independ- 
ence of  South  America  must  be  won  bv 
the  native  Patriot  force  of  the  country. 
The  question,  therefore,  wjth  which  we 
set  out,  resolves  itself  into  this: 

In  what  way,  or  where  can  there  he 
the  most  powerful  Patriot  force  most 
certainly  and  speedily  rallied,  and  effica- 
ciously put  into  action?  After  having 
here  presented  the  reader  with  a general 
outline  of  the ‘situation  of  Spanish  Ame- 
rica, and  some  facts  Which  will  enable 
aim  to  form  a tolerably  correct  opinion 
ofthe  character,  temper  and  wishc  softhe 
population  of  that  country,  I should  now 
proceed  immediately  to  a closer  conside- 
ration of  the  question  with  which  I s.'t 
out;  but  having  already  occupied  su 
much  space,  I shall  reserve  what  I have 
| further  to  say  for  another  and  the  last 
number.

Ill  what  way,  or  where,  in  the  Spanish  Provin- 
ces of  South  America,  can  the  most  power- 
ful Patriot  force  be  most  certainly,  tasilv, 
and  speedily  rallied,  and  effectually  put  in 
action,  for  the  purpose  of  finally  establish 
ing  the  independence  and  freedom  of  those 
provinces  ? 

As  regards  our  relations  with  the  Pen- 
insula, t ie  consequences  would  most  ob- 
viously be  the  same  to  the  United  States, 
whether  they  were  to  acknowledge  the 
independence  of  tne  whole  of  Spanish 
America,  or  only  that  of  one  of  its  feeb- 
lest provinces.  It  would  be  deemed  by 
Old  Spain  ample  cause  of  war,  and  she 
would,  in  all  probability,  be  provoked,  by 
such  a recognition,  immediately  to  dc- 
jclare  war  against  us.  But  would  the 
recognition  ofthe  independence  of  ali 
the  provinces  in  which  there  is  any  thing 
like  an  organized  movement  in  favor  of 
independence,  he  attended  witn  precisely 
t te  same  good  effect  on  the  patriot  cause, 
..s  by  our  treating  singly  and  separately 
with  those  provinces  only  where  the  pa- 
triot power  nad  been  organized  into  the 


ofthe  population  against  the  authority  of  |s!iaPe  of  free  government,  and  was  capa- 


thc  mother  country.  Nothing  could  fur- 
nish a stronger  pic  o the  inveteracy 
ol  this  hatred  than  its  having  shaken  tiie 
authority  of  the  church  ; for  a great  ma- 
ny ol  the  inferior  clergy  whom  tins  poli- 
cy has  deprived  of  the  hopes  of  ecclesi- 
astical prefi  mient,  have  become  decided 
fti  nds  ol  independence,  and  enemies  of 
the  bishops  ofthe  peninsula,  h is  in  vain 
tuat  his  holiness  the  Pope  has  been  late- 
ly called  on  to  interfere  in  tbs  emergen- 
cy ; the  cause  of  discontent  is  too  deeply 
■seated  to  be  thus  eradicated.  The  brief 
ol  his  holiness,  dated  at  Rome,  30th 
January  1817,  and  sealed  “with  afisher- 
man  s seal,”  was  rather  out  of  s ‘.son,  as 
the  world  has  seen  how  ^perfectly  idle  iris 
ferthe.  holy  father  to  exhort  all  the  cler- 
gy, both  regular  and  secular,  “ to  spare  no 
exertion  to  root  away  and  destroy  com- 
pletely tiie  fatal  causes  of  troubl  s and 
rebellions  which  the  enemy  of  mankind 
lias  sown  in  these  countries  ; and  to  de- 
monstrate to  every  individual  of  their 
flock  with  all  the  zeal  in  their  power,  the 
terrible  and  awful  destruction  arising 
Iron)  rebellion,  and  to  represent  the  illus- 
trious and  singular  virtues*  of  his  most 
beloved  son  in  Jesus  Christ,  Ferdinand 
their  catholic  l ing,  who  holds  nothing 
more  valuable  than  religion f and  the 
l'.appin.  ss  of  Lis  subjects.” 

J he  nature  of  the  settlement  of  New 
Spain  has,  in  a great  degree,  mixed  and 
amalgamated  the  white  with  the  indige- 
nous population  ofthe  country  ; and  t ie 
jealous,  distrustful  policy  ol  the  govern- 
ment has  united  these  classes  ol  tiie  pec- 
pic  in  political  principle  and  feeling,  has 
insj  iced  them  with  contempt  and  hatred 
towards  both  the  church  and  the  state  of 
the  peninsula ; and  thus,  in  a very  pecu- 
liar ami  eminent  manner,  prepared  them 
for  liberty  and  independence.  Such  arc 
the  proportions,  character  and  temper  of 
the  population  of  New  Spain. 

Ail  the  principal  settlements  of  Spain, 
upon  the  American  continent,  have  been 
founded  upon  a conquered  people  tf 
highly  ciri.ized  Indians.  J he  civilized 
May  scans  surround  St.  Fe  dc  Bogoto  as 
peasantry  and  cultivators  of  that  fine 
salubrious  tract  of  table  iand  in  like  con- 
dition, proportion,  temper,  and  charac- 
ter, as  the  Aztics  and  Tlascalai  s are  seat- 
ed about  Mexico;  and  the  indigenes, 
tne  natii  e white,  and  the  mixed  class  ol 
Ferujoi  Chili,  and  of  the  neighboruood 
ol  Buenos  Ayres,  and  the  extensive  plains 
extending  along  the  shores  of  the  La 
1 lata  to  tne  loot  ol  the  Cordilleras,  arc

tkiik!  here  alluded  lo  by  his  holiness,  that  of 
having  tainboui-ed  a petticoat  for  the  statue  of 
the  hob  virgin? 

1 erdinand  is  not  the  first  monarch  w ho  lias 
found  religion  to  he  a valuable  tool.

ble  of  being  fostered  into  permanence 
and  stability  ? In  reflecting  upon  this 
subject,  it  lias  appeared  to  me  decided- 
ly to  be  the  most  prudent  course  for  the 
United  States  to  endeavor,  by  their  influ- 
ence and  countenance,  to  combine  and 
arm  the  whole  patriot  power  of  some 
one  of  tiie  patriot  provinces  first,  which 
mis  government  might  so  influence  and 
direct  as  to  enable  it  to  establish  an  inde- 
pendent republic,  based  on  the  princi- 
ples of  equal  rights,  aided  by  which,  tne 
royal  power  in  each  of  the  otaer  provin- 
ces, might  soon  be  overthrown,  and  a 
similar  government  es  abashed  in  all  of 
them.  On  the  other  hand,  by  attempt- 
ing at  the  same  time  to  assist  them  all ; 
our  countenance  and  succours  must  be 
so  dispersed  as  to  be  of  little  or  no  service 
to  any  one  of  them. 

In  looking  over  the  several  great 
Spanish  provinces  of  t ie  Continent,  and 
reflecting  upon  the  power  and  advantages 
ol  each,  it  lias  seemed  to  me  that  the 
choice  of  that  wnicli  should  lead  the  wav 
in  the  glorious  work  of  establishing  in- 
dependence and  liberty,  would  fail  upon! 
one  of  those  south  of  tne  Isthmus,  on  I 
the  shores  ofthe  Pacific.  The  vast  con-i 
tinent  of  South  America  has  many  faci-! 
lilies  of  intercourse,  which  are  as  yet | 
unexplored,  nor  have  any  of  the  obs’.a- 1 
cies  to  an  easy  communication  been  re-l-K

jthe.r.ce  to  Mexico,  would  render  getting

And  their  brethren  ol 
j Chili  and  Peru  would  have  an  easy  and 
Isafc  access  to  New  Spain  through  Aca- 
1 pulco,  on  the  1 acific,  one  of  the  most 
I commodious  and  fine  harbors  in  the 
j world,  whence  the  route  to  Mexico  is  not 
1 fifty  miles  farther  than  from  Vera  Cruz, 
! ami  is  without  a single  obstacle.  The 
j royalists  ofthe  fine  province  of  New  Gre- 
nada, would,  in  like  manner,  be  placed 
.between  the  two  republicks  ofthe  Pacific 
land  the  Atlantic  coast,  and  be  crushed 
with  a single  stroke — and  the  indepen- 
dence and  freedom  of  these  provinces, 
once  established,  that  of  all  South  Ame- 
rica would  inevitably  follow  in  the  same 
glorious  career. 

1 have  heard  the  propriety  of  begin- 
ning, by  recognizing  the  independence 
of  Buenos  Ayres,  frequently  suggested; 
but  if  we  recollect  with  what  difficulty, 
and  how  slowly  and  feebly  the  patriot 
power  of  that  province  has  been  brought 
to  act  upon  the  others,  I think  the  supe- 
rior advantages  of  first  rallying  and  com- 
bining the  patriot -power  of  Chili  and 
Peru,  will  be  at  once  seen  and  acknow- 
ledged. A pati  lot  force  at  Lima,  aided 
by  a single  ship  of  the  line  and  a few 
transports,  stands  within  striking  dis- 
tance of  St.  Fe  de  Bogota,  of  Mexico,  of 
Panama,  and  of  Carthagena  ; and  those 
strong  holds  of  the  present  despotism 
would  be  abandoned  at  the  first  onset. 
The  republics  of  Chili  and  Peru,  having 
the  Cordilleras  on  the  one  side,  and  tne 
Pacific  on  the  other,  would  find  f e n- 
selves  absolutely  beyond  the  reach  of  ail 
the  force  of  all  the  Legitimates  on  earth  ; 
and  so  remote  from  their  intrigues  and 
their  artifices,  as  to  have  little  to  appre 
bend  even  on  that  score,  when  once  their 
government  was  settled  down  into  any- 
thing like  form  and  regular  order. 

The  advantages  tuat  must  inevitably, 
flow  into  the  United  States  from  the  ,n- 
dependcncc  of  the  southern  contineit, 
arc  incalculably  great.  The  people  of 
that  country,  cut  off  and  excluded  as  tlie-y ; 
obviously  are  from  all  the  principles  and 
the  great  primary  interests  and  policy 
of  Europe,  are  formed  by  nature,  for  >ur 
\ friends  and  allies.  The  sentiment  ol 
frendship  and  partiality  towards  the  Unit- 
ed States  is  most  prevale.  J through  all 
the  Southern  provinces,  and  tne  rccog  j 
| nit  ion  of  their  independence  at  this  crisis 
of  their  existence,  would  fix  their  parti-1 
alitv towards  us  for  ages  to  came;  as  a 
proof  of  which,  we  have  only  to  look  into 
our  own  history  to  observe  how  deeply 
the  sentiment  of  friendship  is  impressed,! 
which  results  from  a sense  of  obligation1 
for  countenance  and  assistance  rendered 
us  during  a struggle  for  freedom.  What 
an  influence  that  sentiment  has  through 
the  people,  upon  the  government  of  the: 
nation,  and  how  intelligible  and  distinct 
the  impression  remains  after  the  lapse  of 
half  a century ! 

There  is  not  a doubt  that  on  recogniz- 
ing  tiie  independence  of  any  province,' 
the  most  decided  and  permanent  advan- 
tages might  be  secured  to  the  United, 
States,  in  a commercial  point  of  view,  by' 
treaty,  in  addition  to  those  which  would 
be  secured  to  us  by  the  relative  position 
and  products  ofthe  two  countries.  To 


cntccupona  sketch  of  those  commercial 
advantages,  would  be  not  only  foreign  to 
my  purpose,  but  would  lead  me  in  the 
dark  beyond  the  routine  of  my  habits  and 
experience;  but  some  idea  may  be  form- 
ed of  those  advantages  by  attending  to 
the  amount  and  the  course  in  which  the 
precious  metals  moved  annually  from  the 
new  to  the  old  world,  j st  before  the 
present  struggles  commenced.  New 
Spain  or  Mexico  is  said  to  have  produc- 
ed annually  twenty -three  and  a half  mil- 
lion of  doliais;  one  of  which  was  sent 
from  Acapulco  to  Cilicia,  and  the  rest 
direct  from  Vera  Cruz  to  Cadiz.  The 
province  of  New  Grenada  sent  annually 
from  Carthagena  direct  to  the  Peninsula' 
three  millions  ; Peru  shipped  every  year, 
from  Lima  six  millions  ; and  Ciiiii  sent, 
each  year  two  millions  to  Cadiz,  by  the 
way  ot  Cape  Horn;  Buenos  Ayres  sent 
annually  to  Spain  five  millions;  and  the 
Br  tzils  is  said  to  have  transported  to 
Portugal,  in  each  year,  four  and  an  half, 
millions. 

By  our  taking  part  with  the  provin-; 
ccs,  in  the  establishment  of  their  iiber- 1 
tits,  a very  great  portion  of  this  immense 


out  any  regard  to  those  great  improve- 
ments which  must  and  will  be  the  inevi- 
table consequence  of  freedom  and  inde- 
pendence. Under  present  c ircumstan- 
ces, therefore,  there  appears  to  me  to  be 
no  portion  ol  South  America  in  which 
tiie  patriot  power  could  be  so  easily  com- 
bined. by  our  aid,  and  witn  so  great  cer- 
tainty of  commanding  every  other  pro- 
vince, as  in  Chili  and  Peru. 

Owing  to  the  great  distance  of  those 
provinces,  they  have  been  more  neglect- 
ed, and  have  therefore  less  sympathy 
with  the  mother  country  than  any  other  , 
they  have  fclt|the  despotism  more  severe- 
ly, and  borne  it  u ith  h ss  patience  than 
any  others.  These  provinces  arc  also 
more  remote  from,  and  unaffected  by, 
any  present  European  influence  ; and  it 
would  be  next  to  impossible  for  any  Eu- 
ropean power  to  prevent,  by  arms  or  in- 
trigue, in  opposition  to  the  influence  and 
countenance  of  the  United  States,  the  es- 
tablishment of  a republican  government 
in  them.  Aided  by  the  republics  of  Chili 
and  Peru,  on  the  south,  and  the  United 
States,  it  would  be  utterly  impossible  foi 
the  royal  power  of  New  Spain  to  sustain 
itsell  against  the  patriot  forces  of  that 
country.  The  want  of  any  thing  like  a 
good  harbour  on  the  shores  of  the  Gulf,

FROM  THE  ENQUIRER. 

A late  number  of  the  National  Intelli- 
gencer, alter  making  some  editorial  re- 
marks on  the  topics  which  v.  ill  probably 
occupy  the  attention  of  the  next  Congress, 
states  the  following  fact:  Speaking  of 
the  South  American  Republics,  it  is  s ud, 
of  the  most  successful  of  which,  one  has 
invited  an  I.uro/uan  Prince  to  rule  over 
thin i,  and  another  has  offered  to  our  com- 
mercial rival  a monopoly  cf  its  commerce 
ffr  20  years,  as  an  equivalent  for  her  re- 
cognition of  its  Independence.  It  is  much 
to  be  regretted  that  the  respectable  Edi- 
tors of  that  newspaper  should  state  a fact 
of  so  much  importance,  without  giving 
some  hint  of  the  source  from  whence  it 
is  derived.  They  give  it  as  a fact  of  ge- 
neral notoriety,  and  yet  this  is  the  first 
time  it  has  ever  appealed  in  any  public 


print.  Nothing  cf  the  kind  has  ever  been 
seen  Ly  me,  in  any  European  print,  ex- 
cepting some  loose  editorial  hints  in  the 
London  papers,  of  considerable  commer- 
cial advantages  offered  l.y  the  agents  oi 
Venezuela:  but,  with  respect  to  Chiu 
and  Buenos  Ayres,  r.otl  ing  of  the  kind 
has  ever  been  stated.  With  respect  to 
the  latter,  which  the  Editois  consider  as 
one  of  the  most  successful,  such  an  t ffer 
would  be  the  height  ot  absurdity.  It  is 
painful  to  see  those  who  profess  to  be 
friendly  to  the  great  cause  of  South  A- 
mcrican  emancipation,  thus  unkindly  en- 
deavoring to  create  an  unfavorable  feel- 
ing towards  it,  by  such  statements.  The 
author  of  this  has  as  good  means  of  in- 
formation as  the  Editors,  and  has  never 
before  heard  of  such  intentions  as  are  im- 
puted to  Buenos  Ayres. 

Why  speak  of  Buenos  Avrcs  as  one  oj 
the  most  successful  of  the  South  Ameri- 
can Republics  ? Do  not  the  Editors  know 
that  it  lias  been  completely  successful  ? 
That  for  nearly  seven  years  there  lias 
been  no  hostile  foot  on  its  territory  ? W hy 
confound  this  republic  with  Venezuela, 
or  M exico,  where  alone  the  contest  lias 
raged  with  doubtful  success?  Neither 
the  Republic  of  I.a  Plata,  nor  Chili,  at 
this  time,  requires  the  assistance  of  any 
European  power ; and  it  would  be  as 
much  as  the  head  of  any  man  in  authori- 
ty there,  would  be  worth,  to  suggest  the 
base  idea  of  their  returning  to  a state  ol 
subjection.  They  are  both  decidedly 
democratic,  and,  in  ali  their  political  dis- 
putes, for  they  have  their  parties  well 
as  we,  in  which  every  thing  that  could 
be  thought  of  agai.ist  t.ie  Director  was 
brought  forward,  nothing  like  what  is 
stated  by  the  Editois  ofthe  National  In- 
telligencer lias  ever  been  hinted.  The 
populatioo  of  the  two  Republics  just 
mentioned,  amounts  to  more  than  four 
millions;  they  have  nearly  twenty  thou- 
sand regular  soldiers  well  armed  and  c- 
quipped ; they  have  besides  an  armed  mi- 
litia ; they  have  adopted,  in  nearly  all  its 
features,  the  Constitution  ofthe  United 
States;  and  they  have  an  abundant  reve- 
nue. The  imports  alone  are  sufficient  to 
defray  all  the  expenses  of  government. 
How  is  Spain  to  subdue  these  countries  ? 

I low  is  she  to  send  men  across  tiie  Andes, 
for  the  purpose  of  attacking  Chili  ? If 
she  has  not  been  able  to  send  men  before 
this  to  attempt  the  conquest  of  these  coun- 
tries, how  can  she  do  it  now,  when,  from 
all  accounts,  her  affairs  arc  fast  retro- 
grading on  the  Main,  and  the  Vice  Roy 
of  Mexico  stands  in  need  ot  reinforce- 
ments? There  must  be  a strange?1  and 
sudden  passion  for  Kings  of  European 
blood  in  Buenos  Ayres,  to  induce  them, 
in  the  present  juncture,  to  turn  frogs  and 
beg  a Sovereign  of  Jupiter.  It  is  well 
kVnvn  that  the  force  which  was  deemed 
necessary  for  the  defence  of  Peru,  was 
withdrawn  for  the  purpose  of  keeping 
down  the  Republic  of  Chili : not  afourt  u 
of  it  has  been  carried  back,  an  1 in  all 
probability,  by  this  time,  the  Spanisn 
power  has  been  subverted  in  Peru.  How 
is  it  possible  for  Spain  ti  replace  these 
forces  ? These  are  forces  not  created  in 
the  country,  but  sent  from  Old  Spain, 
and,  once  destroyed,  can  uever  be  renew- 
ed— for  the  population  of  the  country  is 
unanimous  in  favor  of  independence. 

I hope  the  Editors  of  the  National  In- 
telligencer will  give  publication  to  this 
in  their  valuable  paper,  for  surely  it  can- 
not he  their  wish  to  do  injustice  to  tne 
cause  of  South  American  emancipation, 
to  which  every  sincere  Republican,  and 
every  true  American,  must  give  his 
warmest  wishes.  I presume  they  have 
stated  these  facts  upon  report,  which,  if 
investigated,  I have  no  doubt  they  will 
find  to  lie  entirely  destitute  of  founda- 
tion. I f they  do  not  c boose  to  give  them  • 
selves  the  trouble  of  sifting  the  affair,  it 
is  at  least  due  to  the  American  public,  at 
this  time  deeply  interested  in  knowing 
the  truth,  that  the  source  from  whence 
they  are  derived  should  lie  made  known. 
The  semi-official  character  of  the  Na- 
tional Intelligencer  gives  a kind  ofsanc- 
tion  to  statements  of  ti.is  nature,  which,  if 
unfounded,  may  be  much  more  exten- 
sively i ijurious.

Every  day's  experience  proves  to  t;s 
the  necessity  of  procuring  more  accurate 
and  satisfactory  information  respecting 
the  situation  and  intentions  of  the  South 
American  Colonies  than  we  yet  possess, 
l'he  communication  signed  Brutus,  pub- 
lished in  the  last  number  cf  the  Intelli- 
gencer, is  a proof  of  it.  There  is  no 
doubt  of  the  fact,  of  Buenos  Ayres  hav- 
ing offered  to  receive  a foreign  prince, 
but  it  is  one  ofthose  facts  which  amount 
to  nothing  when  properly  explained. 
The  provinces  of  Ea  Plata, (formerly  tin 
vicc-royalty  of  that  name)  thirteen  in 
number,  did  not  from  the  first  declan 
themselves  independent,  but  merely  took 
the  government  into  their  oWn  hands 
and  proclaimed  their  intention  of  restor- 
ing the  country  to  Ferdinand.  Aftcrthi 
restoration  of  this  monarch,  he  sent  a i 
agent  to  take  posstssion  in  pursuance  o 
the  public  declarations  of  the  people  o' 
Buencs  Ayres.  But,  instead  of  comp)) 
ing,  the  government  ol  these  provinci ; 
sent  an  agent  to  Madrid  with  a preposa, 
which  it  might  easily  have  been  sup 
posed  could  not  1 e acceded  to.  Th 
pride  of  the  sovereign  would  not  pernd 
I him  to  make  terms  with  these  lie  cor 
jsidered  his  subjects, 
j The  proposal  was  this:  that  if  th 
King  cl  Spain  would  erect  all  South  A 


rnciica  into  a monarchy  independent  cf,: 
Spain  in  ali  respects, of  course  abolishing 
monopolies  of  every  kind,  they  would  re- 
ceive his  brother  Don  Carlos.  To  this 
proposal  the  king  of  course  could  not  ac- 
cede, but  offered  to  send  his  brother  as 
vicc-roy,  and  to  give  the  colonies  many 
important  privileges.  The  agent  of  Ea 
Plata  protracted  tiie  negotiation  for  some 
time,  but  it  was  at  length  broken  off,  and 
the  provinces  of  La  Plata  on  the  16th  of 
July  1816,  formally  declared  themselves 
independent,  although  for  ten  years  pre- 
viously living  under  their  own  govern- 
ment. 

With  respect  to  the  offer  of  a mono- 
poly lo  the  British,  this  was  made  by  the 
agents  ot  Venezuela,  who  were  in  a dif- 
ferent  situation  from  Buenos  Ayres,  and 
were  never  in  any  manner  acknowledged 
by  Spain. 

It  is  to  these  things  I allude  in  the 
pamphlet  lately  pub.ished  by  me,  where 
I say, “the  Patriots  have  at  this  moment 
agents  near  all  the  Courts  of  Europe. — 
\Ve  have  been  told  that  they  have  made 
propositions  to  same  of  them  incompati- 
ble with  the  very  object  they  are  strug- 
iing  for.”  AN  AMERICAN.

MARGARITA. 

From  the  CurracoaGourant  ofthe  1 3th 
September,  received  at  t,. is  office  by  tne 
Gen.  Jackson,  we  extract  the  following 
interesting  paper.  It  is  beaded, 

MAM  FES  IO  TO  AN  IMPAR  I IAE  WORLD. 

Since  God  created  tne  universe,  on. .is 
huge  abode  of  mortals,  from  which  pe- 
riod we  reckon  an  interval  of  more  than 
six  thousand  years,  there  have  been  re- 
volutions which  have  afflicted  it  with  the 
destruction  ofthe  human  species. 

Venezuela  occupies  tne  last  page  in 
this  dismal  history.  On  tne  19th  of 
April,  of  t lie  year  1810,  sue  tuned  the  sa- 
cred hymn  of  her  emancipation,  and 
among  remarkable  periods,  sue  strug- 
gles against  the  strongest  concussions  to 
obtain  it. 

Glorious  journics — brilliant  and  dis- 
tinguished conflicts  are  the  most  irre- 
fragable proolsof  Venezuelan  valor. 

Tiie  island  of  Margarita,  one  of  the 
principal  and  complete  parts  of  the  con- 
federated states,  reared  likewise  tne 
standard  of  honor,  and  walked  upon  tne 
tracks  of  her  follow  i itizens. 

On  the  4th  ol  May  of  t.iat  same  year, 
she  deposed,  .witn  tne  greatest  modera- 
tion, the  Spanis.i  command  r;  tne  same 
who  at  the  entrance  of  Mouteverde,  in 
Caraccus,  had  been  commissioned  to  af- 
flict in  the  prisons  of  Puerto  Cabeilo, 
ameng  other  Americans,  toe  natives  of 
Margarita. 

Carthagena  supported  the  cause  of 
Venezuela  in  the  year  1 8 1 3 — and  a leader 
chosen  by  the  suffrages  of  the  people, 
marched  forward  to  break  asunder  the 
chains  of  his  oppressed  brethren. 

They  all  blessed  the  work  of  their  li- 
berator ; but  in  opening  a new  campaign, 
this  same  people  was  doomed  again  to 
suffer  mournful  vicissitudes;  the  unfor- 
tunate emigration,  witnessed  by  the  wind- 
ward islands,  presents  one  of  the  most 
melancholy  pictures  of  honest  families 
breatuing  by  t.ie  mercy  of  foreign  na- 
tions, wnose  generosity  is  stamped  in  the 
heart  of  every  good  American. 

If  Providence,  casting  an  eye  of  com- 
passion on  tacir  sufl'.riiigs,  should  one 
day  grant  them  me  wcll-ide served  chart 
of  their  liberty,  that  luey  may  have  a go- 
vernment oi  tncirown  to  secure  and  pro- 
tect luc  sacred  rights  of  man,  they  shall 
by  distinguished  benefits  requite  tne  re- 
ligious hospitality,  which  has  been  af- 
forded them  by  these  friendly  colonies. 

The  circle  ol  tiitir  revolution  is  nr  i 
yet  closed.  The  furious  volcano  is  sin: 
emitting  dreadful  flames — Tne  indepen- 
dents are  ambitious  of  their  liberty — they 
demand  to  hold  a seat  among  nations  ; 
death  cannot  discourage  them — they 
look  upon  him  as  a relief  from  ignominy. 

Notwithstanding  these  liberal  ideas 
there  are  degenerated  Americans,  who 
stooping  servilely  before  tne  false  idols 
of  Iberia,  have  caused  innumerable  evils 
to  tiie  soil  which  gave  them  birth. 

Against  these  only  is  directed  the 
pointed  steel  of  freemen — their  names 
arc,  by  an  unanimous  voice,  erased  from 
the  number  of  beings  who  beautify  na- 
ture. 

To  conquer  or  to  die  is  the  alternative 
of  the  children  of  l ie  Great  Columbia  ; 
although  struck  l y a panic,  sonic  of  the 
eastern  people  have  lately  separated  from 
tne  coalition,  while  Margarita,  amid  tne 
Hazards  of  w ar,  looked  up  lo  them  for  a 
brave  defence  of  their  country. 

The  city  of  Cariaco  fell,  in  a manner 
not  to  be  conceived,  and  her  disorders 
may  infect  tne  adjacent  countries.  To 
preserve  that  union,  on  which  so  highly 
depends  the  safety  ofthe  slates,  Marga- 
rita received  in  her  bosom  tne  supreme 
government  of  Venezuela,  convoked  by 
Gen.  Marino — but  on  the  31st  of  May 
last,  twelve  dais  alter  its  establishment, 
it  withdrew  from  Margarita,  and  in  our 
squadron  proceeded  towards  Maturin  ;j 
and  an  island  fluctuating  alone,  in  the  mid-! 
,1c  of  dangers,  blockaded  at  that  time  by 
vvo  corvettes  and  five  brigs,  and  threat-! 
ned  by  a fresh  naval  force,  fir  from! 
icsponcing,  confirmed  the  oath  of  the! 
1 7 th  Nov.  when  w ith  only  fourteen  tnus- 
sets,  she  defeated  in  ten  pitched  battles,1 

• ie  formidable  hosts  of  Gen.  Moriilo 

i iircc  Thousand  Republicans,  wtiom the 
orld  has  admired  for  their  bravery,  are 
..is  day  with  arms  in  their  hands,  deter- 
. lined  to  repel  w ith  undaunted  vigor  the 
Hacks  of  tyranny. 

Margarita  wifl"  be  reduced  to  ashes, 
t:  -he  shall  not  be  enslaved.  The  en-' 
■ uy  nave  sworn  her  destruction,  and  it! 
ppcars  she  will  soon  have  to  walk! 
i. rough  the  glorious  field  of  Mars,  fine 
alls  to  the  unprejudiced  nations  once: 
more  to  fix  their  eyes  upon  her,  and  to 


! lie  the  spectators  effhis  new  ar.d  hiterest- 
1 i ig  scene,  which  shall  not  less  excite 
their  admiration,  than  that  which  had 
diffused  fear,  error,  and  confusion  a- 
niong  these  who  swore  to  enthrall  her. 

Great  and  Generous  Nations  ! Suffer 
not  the  phalanxes  of  our  invaders  to  com- 
plete their  baneful  purpcs°s — to  destroy 
the  peaceful  inhabitants  of  Margarita. — 
Have  compassion,  ye  men  ofthe  present 
age,  cn  a small  city  which  has  given  to 
the  world  sublime  lessons  cf  ci.ic  vir- 
tues ; and  i.';  by  your  generosity,  she 
should  be  enabled  to  stand  this  glorious 
trial,  site  swears  before  heaven  and  earth, 
that  the  wise  and  valorous  Greece,  were 
it  now  to  exist  in  the  meridian  of  its 
former  glory,  which  had  attracted  the 
admiration  ofthe  world,  it  should  doubt- 
less envy  the  great  sacrifices,  w hich  the 
illustrious  defenders  of  Margarita  have 
been  known  to  offer  at  the  hallowed 
shrine  of  liberty,  erected  by  the  New 
Wortd  in  the  Nineteenth  Century.

LATEST  FROM  AMELIA. 

SAVANNAH,  OCT.  23. 

We  have  seen  a gentleman  who  left 
Amelia  Island  on  the  20th  inst.  wlio  in- 
forms us,  that  Governor  Hubbard  died 
on  Sunday  last,  cf  a fever,  after  a few 
days  illness;  and  that  the  greatest  con- 
fusion reigned  on  the  Island.  It  was  not 
known,  when  our  informant  left  Amelia, 
who  would  succeed  Hubbard,  or  how 
matters  would  be  arranged.  Two  prizes 
and  a privateer  from  the  coast  of  Africa 
went  into  Amelia  on  Saturday  last.  Large 
quantities  of  prize  goods  were  to  have 
been  sold  last  week  ; but  in  consequence 
ofthe  disturbance  between  Aury  and  Ir- 
win, the  sale  was  put  off. 

FROM  BUENOS  AYRES. 

BALTIMORE,  NOV.  1. 

By  the  English  skip  Polkington,  which 
departed  from  the  river  Plate  on  the-  r.q 
of  August,  and  lately  arrived  at  this  port, 
we  received  several  Buenos  Ayres  pa- 
pers, which  were  principally  occupied 
with  bulletins  of  tiie  array  of  Peru.  It 
appears  tuat  the  royal  force  under  the 
command  of  General  La  Serna,  which 
had  taken  possession  of  the  cities  of  Sui- 
ta and  Jupuy,  was  put  to  flight  on  the 
:ith  of  May,  and  fell  back  shamefully  cn 
Potosi.  The  evacuation  of  a province 
which  is  the  only  magazine  of  Peru,  has 
been  eff  ected  by  the  constant  and  bloody 
attacks  of  the  guerillas  and  militia  of  the 
patriot  Governor  Guemcs,  assisted  by 
Col.  La  Madrid,  who,  with  iris  fly  ing 
division,  got  into  the  rear  of  trie  royal 
army,  occupied  Tarifa,  made  its  garri- 
son prisoners,  con  listing  of  four  hundred 
veteran  soldiers,  and  immediately  lie- 
si. ged  Chiiquisaca.  Wnat  disappoint- 
ment must  La  Serna  have  experienced, 
who  intended,  by  a diversion,  to  arrest 
tiie  expedition  on  Chili. 

The  army  of  Gen.  Bclgrano,  quar- 
tered in  Tucumaii,  was  to  be  put  in  mo- 
tion, for  t ie  purpose  of  acting  in  eon- 
cert  with  Coi.  La  Madrid  and  Gov. 
Guemcs.  It  was  expected  that  the  re- 
sult of  tne  campaign  would  be  t ie  entire 
evacuation  of  Peru  by  the  roya.ists. 

On  the  eastern  shore  of  the  river 
Plate,  the  brave  patriot  General  Artigas 
performs  prodigies  ol  valor.  In  the 
month  ol  November,  1 8 1 6,  ten  thousand 
Portuguese  troops  invaded  t .at  part  of 
the  territory  of  tne  river  I bate,  assisted 
by  a considerable  body  of  cavalry,  and 
now  they  arc  only  masters  ol  the  city  of 
Montevideo,  tne  gait. sou  of  which  docs 
not  amount  to  five  thousand  men.  Tne 
Marquis  de  Alcgretc  and  Col.  Curado 
have  been  defeated  by  the  troops  of  Ar- 
tigas  in  three  different  engagements,  and 
compelled  to  take  s .citcr  in  the  Portu- 
guese pos><  ssions,  where  it  is  probable 
tney  will  not  lie  ahie  to  obtain  any  rein- 
forcements, :s  tne  l.aiiie  Brazilians  of 
t.iat  part  ol  the  country  arc  ripe  lor  in- 
dependence, many  of  them  having  joined 
Artigas,  who  has  lormcd  them  into  se- 
parate eorps.  The  l ttlccuigabie  Col. 
Ribeiro,  second  in  command  in  the  ar- 
my of  Artigas,  very  closely  besieges  tiie 
city  of  Montevideo,  and  with  great  brave- 
ly repulses  tiie  Portuguese  in  ali  tneir 
sallies.  It  is  probable  t.iat  Montevideo 
would  have  fallen,  if  Director  Pucrrey- 
d»n,  instead  of  turning  ail  Lis  views. and 
means  to  proscribe  and  destroy  tiie  most 
d serving  patriots,  t.iose  w ho  had  been 
most  conspicuous  in  liberating  their 
country,  had  farms  xu  Ribeiro  with  ar- 
tillery to  batter  down  that  important 
plate — or  if  this  modern  Syiia  had  not 
allowed  the  free  exportation  of  all  kinds 
of  provisions  to  Montevideo. 

It  is  rather  surprizing  to  observe,  by 
these  papers,  that  the  chief  magistrate 
of  tnat  republic  was  suspected  ol  being 
himself  concerned  in  these  scandalous 
speculations.  In  a manifesto  he  has 
published,  he  docs  not  contradict  tiiat 
provisions  were  sent  from  Buenos  Ayres 
to  Montev  ideo,  but  denies  having  him- 
seil  had  any  interest  in  those  operations. 
He  continues  his  persecutions  against 
those  who  raise  tiicir  voices  against  Ms 
perfidy,  and  his  good  understanding  with 
the  Portuguese.  Among  pie  victims,  is 
the  worthy  General  Rondeau,  who  is 
confined  in  Ensenada  de  Burra gan. 

On  the  28th  of  June,  a vess  ff  of  war  of 
Buenos  Ayres  captured  a vess  1 belong- 
ing to  General  Artigas,  near  .Soriano. — 
Her  cargo  consisted  ot  four  hundred 
muskets,  three  guns,  and  twenty-two 
thousand  cartridges,  which  i’uerrevdou 
thought  proper  to  make  a prize  of.  1 iffy 
Portuguese  prisoners,  found  on  board, 
were  presented  witn  great  pomp  by 
Puerreydon  to  the  Portuguese  General 
Lecor,  commander  of  Montevideo. 

We  confess  that  we  do  not  know  how 
to  accoui.t  for  such  conduct  in  tiie  first 
magistrate  of  a republic,  whose  policy 
and  interest  ought  to  be,  and  certainly 
arc,  to  adopt  such  measures  us  would  be 
most  popular;  one  of  which  would  be, 
the  breaking  off  all  intercourse  with  the 


Portuguese.  We -should  be  gratified  to 
hear  some  explanation  from  Mr.  Aguirre 
on  the  subject.  Patriot.

PRESIDENT  OF  THE  TRAN- 
SYLVANIA UNIVERSITY. 

On  the  1 5th  instant,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Transylvania  University 
convened,  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  a 
President  for  the  institution. 

Dr.  Holley,  of  Boston,  being  nomi- 
nated, Mr.  Humphreys  rose  and  stated, 
in  substance,  that  public  sentiment  re- 
quired the  Board  to  make  an  appoint- 
ment. It  was  well  known,  he  said,  that 
Kentucky  was  a republican  state.  An 
idea  had  gone  abroad,  that  a majority  of 
this  board  were  federalists,  and  that  they 
were  unwilling  to  make  any  other  than 
federal  appointments.  lie  contended, 
that  it  was  therefore  necessary,  in  order 
to  satisfy  public  opinion,  and  to  ensure 
the  prosperity  of  the  institution,  for  the 
trustees  to  elect  Dr.  Holley  to  the  Pre- 
sidency of  the  University.  He  believed, 
that  this  was  the  last  time  the  present 
board  would  meet,  unless  they  now  acted 
on  the  subject : and,  for  one,  lie  should  he 
willing  to  give  way,  and  to  let  the  legis- 
lature take  the  management  of  the  insti- 
tution into  their  hands. 

Mr.  Stewart  made  a remark  in  re- 
lation to  the  supposed  religious  tenets  of 
Dr.  Holley,  and  expressed  the  opinion 
that  these  tenets  would  not  be  approved 
by  the  four  great  sects  in  Kentucky,  the 
Presbyterians,  Methodists,  Baptists  and 
Episcopalians. 

Mr.  Breckinridge,  a presbyterian 
member  ol  the  board,  supported  the  no- 
mination of  Dr.  Holley  in  an  unanswer- 
able speech.  He  maintained,  that  the 
board,  in  selecting  a President  for  the 
University,  had  no  right  to  inquire  into 
the  scctaiian  belief  of  the  gentleman 
nominated.  This  was  a subject  too  sacred 
to  be  brought  into  view  on  such  an  occa- 
sion. If  they  were  assembled  as  a church, 
to  appoint  a preacher,  it  would  then  be 
theii  incumbent  duty  to  ascertain  and  to 
be  satisfied  with  his  tenets.  But  Dr. 
IIolley  was  universally  admitted  to  be 
a man  of  integrity,  of  the  strictest  purity 
of  morals,  of  science,  of  learning  and 
splendid  talents;  a man  whose  acquire- 
ments and  character  would  adorn  any  in- 
stitution. To  rejectsuch  a man,  bccaus 
on  one  or  two  points  of  religious  faith, 
bis  opinions  did  not  accord  « ith  those  of 
a majority  of  the  board,  would  not  he  to- 
lerated. With  his  creed,  neither  the 
board  nor  the  University  would  have  any 
thing  to  do.  Dr.  Holley  was  a man  too 
correct  and  too  intelligent  ever  to  intro- 
duce or  attempt  to  propagate  his  pecu- 
liar religious  faith  in  that  institution. — 
He, called  upon  the  board  to  pause  and 
ponder  before  they  negatived  this  nomi- 
nation. 

Mr.  Porn  also  supported  the  ap 
point ment  of  Dr.  Holley.  He  vehe 
mently  and  zealously  urged  his  friends 
[[the  federal  members  of  the  board]  to 
vote  for  that  gentleman.  He  tolcl  them, 
that  if  they  did  not,  when  they  had  r.o 
other  objection  to  him,  than  his  supposed 
difference  of  opinion  with  them  on  one 
or  two  matters  of  faith,  they  would  in- 
jure themselves.  It  would  be  said  that 
they  were  bigots,  and  had  introduced  a 
religious  test  into  that  board,  unknown  to 
the  constitution  and  laws;  and  this  would 
be  made,  in  the  legislature,  a good  ground 
for  their  removal  from  office,  and  far  a 
change  in  the  chatter  of  the  institution, 
lie  doubted  very  much  whether,  unless 
they  appointed  I)r.  Holley,  they  would 
shortly,  if  ever,  meet  again  as  a board: 
and  he  did  not  think  that  any  two  or  three 
members  ought  to  stand  in  the  way  of  the 
appointment.  He  did  not  think  the  o 
pinions  of  Dr.  Ilolicyon  one  or  two  points 
ol  doctrine  of  any  importance  in  the  se- 
lection of  a President:  there  were  pro- 
fessors of  other  denominations  in  the 
University. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Cunningham  said  that 
liis  feelings  had  been  hurt  at  the  suppo- 
sition tint  he  was  under  the  influence  of 
bigotted  feelings.  He  should  no  longer 
stand  in  the  way  of  this  appointment ; lie 
should  vote  for  Dr.  1 lolley ; and  he  hoped 
that  the  expectations  of  gentlemen  would 
be  realized. 

The  board  then  proceeded  to  ballot ; 
and  Dr.  Holley  was  entered  on  the 
journals  as  unanimously  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  Transylvania  University. 
Messrs.  Barry,  Pope,  Breckinridge  and 
Prentiss  were  chosen  a committee  to  no- 
tify him  of  his  appointment. 

Attempts  were  then  unsuccessfully 
made  to  fill  the  two  vacancies  in  the 
board  of  trustees. 

Wc  have  thus  given  a mere  “ bird’* 
eye  view”  imperfect  indeed,  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Transylvania  Board  of 
Trustees,  at  their  meeting  on  Saturday, 
because  the  public  are  entitled  to  know 
every  material  measure  adopted,  touch- 
ing the  prosperity  of  this  important  in- 
stitution. It  is  ardently  hoped,  that  th: 
learned  and  eloquent  gentleman,  v.  ho 
lias  been  selected  as  President,  will  ac- 
cept the  high  and  honorable  office,  and 
hasten  to  take  the  lead  in  improving  the 
literature  of  the  west,  and  in  elevating 
the  reputation  of  Transylvania  Univer- 
sity to  that  eminence,  which,  with  such 
a chief  as  he  would  be,  it  is  destined  to 
attain. 

EXTRACT  TO  THE  EDITOR,  DATED 
City  of  Washington,  A'ov.  3. 

« In  the  letter  which  I last  wrote  you, 

1 spoke  of  the  affairs  of  Spanish  America ; 
jn  the  present  1 shall  explain  my  thought? 
more  fully  upon  the  subject.  In  relatio: 
to  tne  opinions  of  the  North  American 


people  on  that  topic,  they  may  be  consi- 
dered in  two  points  of  view — general  and. 
Particular.  In  general,  the  mass  of  our 
population  is  friendly  to  the  emancipa- 
tion of  the  Spanish  colonies;  but  this 
feeling,  so  common  to  all  of  us,  is  regu- 
lated, in  different  individuals,  by  parti- 
cular considerations.  Thus,  for  example, 
the  warm-hearted,  the  enthusiastic,  the 
unreflecting,  are  for  a prompt  and  open 
recognition  of  independence  in  the  colo- 
nies ; and  they  in  some  sort  justify  their 
sentiments  by  referring  to  the  friendship 
and  liberality  shown  to  the  United  States 
during  their  revolutionary  contest  by  fo- 
rcign powers.  This  reference,  however, 
is  not  so  satisfactory  as  at  first  sight  it 
appears  to  be  ; for  it  is  very  certain  that 
the  part  taken  by  the  European  sove- 
reigns, who  countenanced  our  revolution, 
was  not  instigated  by  any  notions  of  the 
justice  of  our  cause,  nor  by  any  com- 
passion for  our  injuries  or  sufferings  ; 
but  proceeded  solely  from  interested  mo- 
tives: The  Dutch,  from  a spirit  of 
commercial  jealousy  ; the  French,  from 
national  antipathy  and  rivalry;  and  the 
Spaniards,  as  allies  of  the  house  of  Bour- 
bon, from  the  same  motive,  favored  us 
in  order  to  humble  the  power  of  Great 
Britain.  I do  not  say  that  their  motives 
ought  to  be  ours  on  the  present  occasion. 
It  is,  nevertheless,  unfair  to  adduce  their 
conduct  as  an  incentive  to  our  ow  n with 
respect  to  the  revolutionary  struggles  of 
the  colonies  of  Spain.  On  the  other 
hand,  thinking  men,  of  calm  tempers, 
regard  the  acknowledgement  of  indepen- 
dence in  the  colonies  L>y  the  government 
of  the  United  Slates,  as  a thing  of  very 
doubtful  expediency.  They  are  frientis 
to  the  rights  of  man,  Lut  give  a prefer- 
ence to  the  rights  and  happiness  of  their 
fellow  citizens.  They  are  willing  to  aid 
the  Patriots,  it  it  can  be  done  without  en- 
dangering tiic  peace  and  safety  of  their 
own  country.  They  consider  that  the 
citizens  ought  to  follow  and  not  Lad 
the  government  in  this  case,  because  it 
requires  more  judgment  than  feeling; 
and  they  conceive  that  if  government 
does  interfere,  it  ought  to  do  so  openly 
and  avowedly,  and  not  clandestinely.  I 
confess,  sir,  that  1 am  inclined  to  the 
opinion  ol  this  latter  portion  of  our  fel- 
low citizens;  not  because  I have  any  ap- 
prehensions from  the  enmity  of  the  “ al- 
lied sovereigns,”  for,  in  reality,  I hold 
their  favor  cneap,  convinced,  as  1 am,  that 
their  friendship  for  us  is  founded  only 
on  their  interests.  And  if  wc  look  at  the 
actual  posture  of  those  allied  dictators, 
and  their  means  of  annoyance,  we  shall 
find  that  they  are,  on  this  side  of  the  At- 
lantic, but  little  to  be  dreaded.  I reason 
chiefly  upon  tne  axiom,  that  money  is 
i idispcnsabie  to  offensive  military  war- 
fare. Now,  we  know,  that  there  is  a se- 
rious deficit  in  the  revenue  of  Great  Bri- 
tain; Russia  is  so  poor  that,  as  you  may 
nave  observed,  s ac  has  lately  employed 
an  agent  in  London  to  advertise  tne  ne- 
cessity which  nis  imperial  master  is  under 
of  borrowigg  even  small  sums;  the 
finances  of  Austria  are  in  a deranged 
s’ ate  ; Spain  has  not  a real  to  spare  with 
which  to  fit  out  her  expeditions  against 
her  ‘••insurgent  colonies.”  Bulsuppose 
Great  Britain,  who  ms  often  found  the 
ways  and  means  of  raising  immense  ar- 
mies, should,  upon  her  extensive  credit, 
be  able  to  raise  the  requisite  funds  for 
fitting  out  powerful  armaments  for  South 
Am.  rica,  can  the  troops  be  spared  from 
Europe  ? Russia  is  under  the  necessity 
of  keeping  up  an  extensive  military  es- 
tablishment, in  order  to  watch  the  Ma- 
lonictaiis  on  one  side,  t ic  Persians  on 
another,  and  the  wnole  of  Germany  and 
the  south  of  Europe  on  a third.  Prussia 
must  have  an  armed  force  on  foot  to  re- 
strain tne  growing  principles  of  freedom 
so  prevalent  now  in  that  monarchy  : Aus- 
tria requires  large  armies  to  guard 
against  tiic  encroachments  of  Russia, 
and  to  preserve  her  Assyrian,  Vcnitian, 
and  Italian  dominions.  The  king  of  the 
Netherlands  must  have  a great  army  to 
keep  the  late  additions  to  his  territory  in 
awe.  The  quiet  of  England  is  only  cl- 
fected  by  a numerous  soldiery,  and 
th.e  whole  ot  Great  Britain  is  little  better 
than  a garrisoned  town.  The  Irish  arc 
scarcely  restrained  by  the  bayonet  from 
open  rebellion.  The  despot  of  Spain,  if 
he  had  money,  can  send  but  few  troops  to 
the  colonics;  for  heoccnpiesa throne  that 
is  supported  solely  by  cannon  and  the 
sword.  France  must  lie  weakened  for 
these  thirty  years — that  is,  until  the  de- 
cease of  the  present  generation,  and  untii 
t.ie  Bourbons  have  reimprinted  on  t lie 
minds  of  toe  French  people  ideas  of  obc- 
di  nee  to  ecclesiastical  tyranny  and  feu- 
dal vass  dage.  'Flic  allied  sovereigns 
have  no  friends  in  France  : the  royalists 
are  all  inimical  to  the  allied  monarchs, 
on  account  of  their  exactions  from 
France.  Besides,  a war  to  be  waged  i:i 
South  America  will  be  unpopular  in 
Europe : the  troops  will  not  desire  to 
fight  in  a climate  where  they  will  be 
sure  to  perish.  From  all  these  conside- 
rations, 1 can  assure  you  I fear  but  little 
from  European  hostility  to  South  Ame- 
rican emancipation,  if  the  United  States 
were  seriously  to  enter  into  tne  aflair. — 
It  is,  no  doubt,  very  convenient  for  the 
allied  sovereigns  to  impress  upon  the 
world  the  opinion  that  their  alliance  en 
ihles  them  to  dictate  the  law  to  the  uni 
versa,  as  the  British,  before  we  flogged 
them,  used  to  inculcate  the  invincibility 
of  their  navy.  But  these  names  of  power 
will  no  longer  answer.  The  friends  of 
freedom  know  how  to  calculate  as  well 
as  their  enemies.  No,  sir;  it  is  not  the 
fear  of  the  vengeance  of  combined  Eu- 
rope that  would  induce  me  to  withhold 
positive  aid  from  the  Spanish  patriots.  I 
have  another,  and  a more  potent  motive. 
The  British  prints  tell  us  that  there  never 
were  so  many  new  ships  of  war  on  tilt- 
stocks  in  England  as  at  this  moment. — ■ 
Fne  truth  is,  the  British  are  overhauling, 

refitting,  and  rebuilding  their  navy  : they 

are  introducing  into  it  vessels  ot  a new 
class,  preparatory  to  the  groat  effort,

justified  to  myself,  by  the  reflection  that 
the  most  effectual  way  of  ensuring  the 
eventual  independence  of  Spanish  Ame- 
rica is  for  the  navy  of  the  United  States 
to  attain  that  point  of  perfection  which 
will  enable  it  to  heat  any  fleet  that  Great 
Britain  can  send  into  the  sea.” 

REMARKS. 

HighljKs  we  respect  the  talents  and 
judgment  of  our  Washington  corres- 
pondent, we  cannot  agree  with  him  on 
the  question  of  recognizing  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  Spanish  American  pa- 
triots. We  are  among  the  “ enthusias- 
tic" and  “ unreflecting ,”  who  are  for  “ a 
prompt  and  open  recognition  ofindepen- 
dence”  in  at  leastChiliand  Buenos  Ayres, 
if  not  Venezuela ; because  it  is  reduced 
to  a certainty,  that  the  patriot  govern- 
ments of  Chili  and  Buenos  Ayres  are 
entirely  competent,  with  a fair  chance 
in  the  commerce  of  other  nations,  to 
maintain  their  freedom  from  Spanish 
dominion  ; because  they  have  long  been 
with  a considerable  degree  of  succcvs, 
contending  for  their  liberties  and  inde- 
pendence, and  we  ought  to  be  the  fii-st  to 
acknowledge  them  as  a nation  of  free- 
men ; and  because,  by  their  manly  and 
noble  perseverance,  they  have  demon- 
strated their  capacity  for  self-govern- 
ment. As  a free  people  ourselves,  we 
arc  peculiarly  called  upon,  openiy  and 
officially  to  admit  the  right  of  the  patriots 
to  establish  independent  governments, 
It  isour  interest,  our  best  interest,  to  do 
so.  Wc  arc  now  considered,  by  “ Irgiti- 
mate”  Europe,  to  be  a solitary  example 
of  “ successful  democratic  rebellion  ;” 
and  it  is  probable,  that  if  ever  a favorable 
opportunity  occur,  they  will  attempt  to 
change  our  government,  and  to  estab- 
lish a monarchy  over  us.  It  would, 
therefore,  be  a happy  thing  for  us,  to 
have  neighbouring  republican  govern- 
ments in  the  south,  which  would  always 
be  ready  to  aid  us  in  defending  liberty 
and  free  government  against  the  assaults 
of  tyrants  and  their  mercenary  hordes.] 
It  is  our  interest,  in  a commercial  point 
of  view,  to  see  South  America  indepen- 
dent, and  to  favor  the  attainment  of  that 
independence.  Free  governments  there 
would  establish  free  commerce  ; they 
would  be  more  favorably  disposed  to 
trade  with  us,  than  with  the  monarchies 
of  Europe.  Their  markets  to  us  would 
be  invaluable  ; and  our’s  would  be  e- 
qually  so  to  them. 

The  policy  of  our  government  on  this 
subject  is  plain.  I.et  them  recognize  the' 
independence  ofChiiiand  Buenos  Ayres  ; 
let  them,  at  the  same  time,  proclaim 
their  disposition  to  remain  neutral  in  the 
war,  and  to  trade  alike  with  both  Spain 
and  the  patriots.  If  the  Spanish  court 
should  s;e  fit  to  wage  war  upon  us  for 
a bare  recognition  of  the  independence 
of  such  of  her  colonies  as  are  in  fact  al- 
ready partially  independent,  we  should 
act  on  the  defensive  ; and  wc  should  cer- 
tainly have  nothing  to  fear,  i.i  that  case, 
from  such  a contest  with  Spain.  The 
Floridas  would  instantly  fall  into  our 
arms  ; we  sty-juld  obtain  ample  indem- 
nity for  the  injuries  and  spoliations  here- 
tofore committed  against  us  by  Spain ; 
and  wc  should  make  an  irresistible  diver- 
sion in  favor  of  all  the  South  American 
provinces,  whose  independence  would 
thus,  through  our  instrumentality,  be  ac- 
celerated and  confirmed. 

This  course  would,  more  than  any 
thing  els?,  “ strengthen  our  navy,"  which 
seems  to  lie  the  favorite  scheme  of  our 
Washington  correspondent.  It  would 
become,  in  the  event  of  our  recognising 
South  American  independence,  our 
bounden  duty  to  hasten  the  augmentation 
of  our  naval  force,  and  to  prepare  the 
means  of  defence  against  Spanish  hostili- 
ty ; and  we  arc  very  sure,  that  a war 
with  Ferdinand  would  only  furnish  food 
for  the  grow  th  of  the  American  navy. 

Mr.  Duane's  apostacy,  and  at  least  vir- 
tual coalition  with  federalism,  can  no 
longer  remain  questionable.  Flic  Bos- 
ton Centinel,  a thorough-going  Hartford 
convention  print,  declares  that  “ in  no 
paper  are  the  federalists  now  more  highly 
extolled,  than  in  the  Aurora— by  Wil- 
liam Duane.”  This  isa  fact, which  eve- 
ry week’s  Aurora  confirms;  and  it  is 
equally  true  that  William  Duane  habit- 
ually reviles  the  democratic  party,  lie 
says, indeed,  that  “ democracy  now  means 
corruption , intrigue,  calumny,  pecula- 
tion, and  proscription  !”  The  inordinate 
vanity  and  folly  of  the  man  have  been 
checked,  and  lie’ seeks  revenge  in  scold- 
ing and  aspersing  the  democratic-  party. 


The  National  Intelligencer  of  the  8th 
hist,  states  not  only  tnat  the  American 
government  has  not  obtained  a cession 
of  East  Florida  from  Spain,  but  that  no 
official  communications  have  passed  he- j 
tween  the  two  governments  on  the  sub- 
ject. Spain  may  withhold  justice  from 
us  as  long  as  she  pleases ; her  spolia- 
tions on  our  commerce,  her  injuries  and; 
insults,  may  remain  forever  unremune- 
rated and  unatoned  for : Yet  the  Editors  | 
of  the  National  Intelligencer  seem  to  be  j 
afraid  of  offending  Spain,  of  committing; 
the  nation  in  a war  with  her,  by  acknow-j 
lodging  the  independence  of  certain 
patriot  governments  in  South  America!

Ten  British  office,!  s have  been  recentlj 
arrested  and  imprisoned  in  Philadelphia, 
by  order  of  the  U.  Sc  Circuit  Court,  on 
charge  of  engaging  a vessel  in  that  port 
to  take  them  to  South  America,  to  enter 
the  patriot  service.  They  are  to  be  tried  in 
December. 

The  skip  Minerva  has  arrived  rt  New

would  continue  open  after  the  1 5th  ol 
Nov.  The  Typhus  Fever  had  made  itsap- 
pearance  in  London.  American  stocks  in 
London,  Sept.  30 — Three  per  cents  7 If 
a 72  ; new  six  per  cents.  104  a 104  J ; 
seven  per  cents  109  a 110;  U.  States 
bank  shares  301.  Cs.  all  with  dividends 
from  the  first  of  July.  American  flour 
was  at  54  to  56  shillings.  The  spirit  of 
freedom  seems  to  be  reviving  in  France. 
The  last  French  dates,  to  Sept  29,  bring 
details  of  the  progress  of  the  election  in 
the  department  cf  Seine,  which  is  de- 
cidedly in  favor  of  what  is  called  the  li- 
beral party,  or  revolutionists.  This  is 
likely  to  be  the  case  all  over  the  king- 
dom : a circumstance  of  infinite  impor- 
tance to  Frallce  in  her  present  state  ol 
affairs.  The  llourbonists  and  ultra-roy 
alistys  are  terribly  alarmed  at  this  aspect 
of  things.  A public  subscription  lia3  beer 
opened  in  Paris  for  the  support  of  the 
press,  and  for  defraying  the  expenses  of 
■writers  prosecuted  for  doctrines  favora- 
ble to  human  freedom.  M.  Lafittc,  gov 
ernor  of  the  bank  cf  France,  and  the 
duke  of  Broglie,  member  of  the  chamber 
of  peers,  are  to  receive  the  subscriptions 
and  apply  them.  Much  political  discon- 
tent appears  to  be  growing  up  in  Berlin 
and  other  parts  of  Prussia.  Societies  art- 
forming  with  a view  of  procuring  a con- 
stitution founded  on  principles  of  liberty 
It  is  s ud  the  king  of  Prussia  has  agreed 
to  draw  his  contingent  of  troops  from 
France,  on  receiving  the  amount  to 
which  lie  was  entitled  liy  treaty  up  to  the 
year  1820.  The  London  Courier  says  it 
is  understood  to  have  been  signified,  that 
any  British  officer  who  enters  the  service 
of  the  Spanish  Insurgents  will  be  struck 
off  the  half  pay  list.  Very  recent  let- 
ters from  Lisbon  and  Oporto,  state  that 
the  coasts  of  Spain  and  Portugal  swarm 
with  insurgent  privateers,  who  have  made 
many  valuable  captures.  A private  let- 
ter from  St.  Petersburg  states,  “that  the 
court  of  Russia  lias  obtained  of  the  court 
of  Austria  the  prohibition  of  the  export 
of  every  species  of  ammunition  for  the 
use  of  the  insurgents  of  South  America. 
The  court  of  Russia  is  likewise  occupi- 
ed with  a project  for  engaging  all  the 
powers  tn  Europe  to  take  rigorous  mea- 
sures against  pirates,  including  the  insur- 
gent privateers  of  South  America. 
Russian  squadron  is  to  proceed  to  Tunis 
to  obtain  satisfaction  for  an  insuit  to  the 
Russian  flag.”  A 74  gun-ship  has  late- 
ly been  launched  at  Carlscrona,  said  to  be 
the  finest  in  the  Swedish  navy,  the  res- 
toration and  increase  of  which  appear  to 
be  a peculiar  object  of  that  government. 
’Fhe  corn  markets  in  Holland  and  Flan- 
ders have  lately  advanced  considerably, 
notwithstanding  the  favorable  harvest. — 
Fhe  government  was  interfering  to  pre- 
vent monopoly  or  speculations  in  grain. 
’Flic  French  General  Rigaud  wasabout  to 
embark  for  America.  The  London  Cou- 
rier of  October  1,  concludes  a long  arti- 
cle on  the  subject  of  South  American  af- 
fairs, by  saying  that  England  can  take  no 
part  in  the  quarrel  between  Spain  and 
her  colonics.  The  emigration  from  Eu- 
rope to  the  U.  States  is  estimated  in 
London  to  exceed  1000  weekly,  ’l’hc 
Governor  of  Gibraltar  lias  announced 
that  he  has  received  official  information 
that  the  plague  was  increasing  in  Al- 
giers, the  number  of  deaths  in  the  city 
alone,  amounting  to  150  per  day.  I-'rum 
Gibraltar  letters  to  Sept.  23,  mention 
that  flour  was  on  the  advance,  and  tobac- 
co at  gl  3,  with  but  little  on  hand. 

The  news  from  England  has  raised  the 
price  of  wheat  and  flour  in  Baltimore. 

In  the  State  of  Vermont  primitive 
simplicity  prrvails  in  perhaps  a greater 
degree  t.ian  in  any  state  in  the  Union. 
There  is  as  yet  no  Panic  in  that  state  1 
Propositions  are  before  the  Legislature 
for  incorporating  three. 

The  Seminole  Indians  have  refused 
to  comply  with  the  demand  of  General 
Gaines,  requiring  the  surrender  of  the 
murderers  of  our  citizens  on  the  St.  Ma- 
ry’s river  last  spring.

c<  You  will  observe  by  the  newspapers 
that  the  elections  in  France  are  going  in 
favor  of  the  liberal  pally — in  short  words, 
in  favor  of  tl.e  republicans.  The  king 
lias  acted  wisely  to  lean  to  that  side  ; for 
they  undoubtedly  consist  of  at  least  three- 
fourths  of  the  nation.  'Fne  allied  powers 
may  discover,  from  these  elections,  that 
although!  the  physical  power  of  th.e 
French  people  has  been  constrained  to 
obedience  under  the  restored  Bourbon 
dynasty,  the  intellectual  vigor  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  nation  in  opposition  to  des- 
potism is  unbroken — the  wooden  saints 
and  fanatical  policy  of  the  duchess  d’An- 
gouieine  and  count  d’Artois  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding.  The  National 
Intelligence r of  to-day  contains  a trans- 
lation of  a stale  papti  from  Puerreydou, 
the-  supreme  director  at  Buenos  Ayres. 
There  is  great  deal  of  egotism  in  it ; 
which,  however,  is  very  customary  with 
the  Spaniards.  Fhe  picture  which  it
